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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant process for producing a modified vegetable triglyceride and 
the modified vegetable triglyceride is considered to be unobivous and 
unanticipated over the prior art. The closest art of record is US. Pats. 3,035,069 
which teaches fatty compounds that contain a fatty glycol backbone. However, 
this reference is silent in regard to the ratio of hydrocarbon to hydrogen and 
does not suggest such a ratio.
